Operating Expense $3,5OO Less 


This Year-Revenue Increased 


The cry io "Do your'Christmas shopping early" is heard 


every year now, and it is being made with redoubled force this 
year. There are reasons why. it-should'be heeded. The fact 
that stocks of goods are now in their very best condition should 
make some appeal. There;is a 'larger'selection to choose from 
now than there will be again, and the goods of necessity have 
not been nearly so much handled as they will have been later. 
Moreover tliere is tinie now to select articles with a care and 
deliberation which becomes impossible later. When one shops 
in a crowd she becomes infected with the feverishness of.the 
crowd, and the anxiety not to lose a good bargain, arid there- 
fore purchases articles which shejypuld not.think of buying 
•when in an entirely normal state oTmliid. It is absolutely true 
that the person who shops early gets more-value for the, same 
money than does the one who does her shopping later. ' 


this year, there is another entirely different reason for 


this same early buying. The Boston Herald puts the argu- 
ment this way:, . . .

"This year it is an open secret that the long period of un- 


seasonably warm weather did not tend to move the stocks of 
the merchants. 
There is hardly one in Boston who does not 


want to turn over the goods which, in a normal year, would

-•what the-trade calls 'take losses'—the• scoffer to the contrary 
notwithstanding—in order to clear some of their shelves and 
part of their stock rooms.''

England. The merchants wish to turn their goods over quick- 
ly and many of,the bargains being offered at this time of year 
are not bargains made to order, but the real thing. 


Possibly if consideration for their own pocketbook will 


not thus move people to do their shopping as early as possible, 
the humanitarian motive might be added. For the sake of the 
girls in the stores to whom Christmas is a time of excessive 
strain,, and whose task is made easier the earlier the Christmas 
rush is out of the way, their sisters should do what they can to

t'j When the present Board went into office, January 


1,1912, there were fifteen thousand dollars on hand, with 
outstanding debts amounting to $3,047.83, and bills re- 
ceivable; amounting to $6,000.00.

On the present date, December 5, 1912, we have on 


hand twenty-one thousand dollars, with outstanding,bills 
amounting to S303.87, and accounts receivable amount- 
ing to $12,780.00. 


: ,ln the meantime we have paid $3,067.70 on account 


of Peverly Dam, and also expended two thousand dollars 
on wells at Pumping Stations. We have run a new line' 
across from North West street to Nobles Island. 


We have made a house to house inspection, thereby 


increasing-our revenue'one thousand one, hundred and 
forty-two dollars.each year, and have also installed meters 
where we felt sure water was being wasted. ' 


We have abandoned the pumping station at Foun- 


tain-Head, which was installed by the Board in 1911, as 
we considered it an unnecessary expense to the.depart- 
ment, thereby saving annually not less than $5,000. 


'We would also say that not since January, 1912, 


have we lost the pressure on the, water pipes, which is 
something that has not happened before for some years. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the plant is wearing out, 
and a great many repairs are needed constantly, we will 
run the operation department approximately $3,500 less 
than last year.
